menting for ten years, aud recently dis­ 
covered the mothod. 
The process is interesting. 
In the 
first place, a drawing must bo made of 
tho sign or plate. This drawing is pho­ 
tographed and the photograph transfer 
red to a metal plato, which may bo of 
zinc, brass, oopper, bronze, silver or 
any other metal. 
This metal plate is 
then hung on a copper wire into a so 
called ba til 
and an electric current 
turned on. In a tow seconds a copy of 
the lead pencil drawing is etched into 
the metal deep onough to bo visible for 
IOO years. Then tho plato is conveyed 
to another bath aud again connected 
with the electric current. 
At this mo­ 
ment the indentures begin to fill with 
jet black matter until they appear al­ 
most oven with the surface of the plate. 
The plate is then washed, dried and 
varnished with a coating expressly pre 
pared for this purpose. 
This protects it and saves the trouble 
of polishing. 
Signs which are exposed 
continually to the weather require deep 
etching and heavy enameling, so that 
they can be cleaned without injuring 
the surface. The same prooeas may be 
applied to pictures and pen drawings, 
and the oopies will last for 1,000 years, 
leaving the contours of the faces, etc., 
sharp and distinct— Milwaukee Wis 
oonsin.

then hung en a copper wire into a so 
called bath and an electric current 
turned on. In a few ssooods a copy of 
the bad pencil drawing is stoked into 
the metal deep enough to bo visible far 
IOO years. Then the plate is conveyed 
to another bath and again connected 
with the electric current At this mo­ 
ment the indentures begin to fill with 
jet black matter until they appear al­ 
most even with the surface of the plate. 
The plate is then washed, dried and 
varnished with a coating expressly pre­ 
pared for this purpose. 
This protects it and aavts the trouble 
of polishing. Signs which are exposed 
continually to tho weather require deep 
etching and heavy enameling, so that 
they oan be cleaned without injuring 
the surface. The same process may ba 
applied to pictures and pen drawings, 
and the copies will last for 1,000 years, 
leaving the contours of the loose, etc., 
sharp and distinct. —Milwaukee Wis­ 
consin.

During the course of the discussion 
which recently took place in the French 
senate on the subject of the sugar du­ 
ties in that country, some interesting 
figures were quoted showing the prog­ 
ress of the sugar industry in the thr* e 
sugar producing countries, Germany, 
France and Austria. 
During tho year 
1874-75 France produced 450,000 tons of 
sugar, Germany 250,000 tons and Aus­ 
tria IOC,OOO tons, while twenty years 
later Franco fell to the third rank, and 
Germany produced 1,831,000 tons, Aus­ 
tria 1,046,000 and France 745,000 tons. 
In 1873 France ex ported 200,000 tons 
of sugar, Austria 64,000 and Germany 
21.000, while in 1895 Germany exported 
1.000.000 tons, 
Austria 
500,000 
and 
France 188,000 tons. The consumption 
in France in 1895 amounted to 433,000 
tons and in Germany to 552,000 tons. 
The total bounty granted in France on 
the manufacture of sugar amounted in 
1884-85 to XI,012,OOO and In 1896 to 
£2,302,000. 
The 
quantity of sugar 
consumed per head of the population in 
Germany, France and Austria am ount­ 
ed respectively to 26.7, 27.8 aud 16.5 
pounds. 


In the last four years, according tc 
Consul Dickey, at Callao, only one car­

But why Chili and not the Unit­ 
ed States should supply the Peruvian 
markets when our products are far su­ 
perior to those of Chili I do not know, 
unless it is due to the very low freights 
charged by sailing 
vessels 
carrying 
wheat from Chili, which I ain told arc 
only 4 soles ($1.69) a ton.” 
The con­ 
sul thinks that the first thing to be 
done by the United States to gain the 
trade of Peru and of other countries on 
the Pacific coast of South and Central 
America is to establish a fast line oi 
eteamerc from San Francisco. 
This, 
combined with the present lines plying 
between New York aud the west coast

All the news of the great, naval b a t­ 
tle thus far reeel yod is coining from 
Spanish sources.

ively that Manilla has not yet been 
taken by the American forces and th a t 
the cable lines are still under the con­ 
trol of Spain.

His flagship* the a r ­ 
mored cruiser Maria Jteina Urlstiua, 
and th© armored cruiser Castilla w ere 
burned, and tin* cruiser Don J u a n do 
Austria was blown up.

Spanish vessels wore badly damaged.

For several hours tin* harbor resounded

It is a curious 
fact that the nation most interested of

Up to the close of 
office hours absolutely the only infor­ 
mation t h a t our government had re­ 
ceived of 
the victory of 
Commodore 
Dewey a n d th** winning of the battle 
of Manila on May day cam e to the 
government through 
Hie medium of 
press dispatches. 
If the report is true 
that Commodore Dewey lias begun a 
bombardment and blockade of the city 
of Manila it is unlikely th a t he eau 
spare a vessel from his fleet to carry 
tin* news 
to Hongkong, the 
nearest 
cable station, so it is not know n when 
official advices xvi 11 come. 
T here avos 
some expectation that through tho sur­ 
render of the city the commodore might 
acquire control of the cable, but even 
then there might lie practical difficul­ 
ties in communicating through It. The 
officers of Commodore D ew ey’s fleet in­ 
cludes at least one lieutenant w ho is 
a good practical electrician and tel­ 
egrapher, but he 
could 
pot w’ork a 
cable successfully. 
A fear is also en­ 
tertained th a t before retiring from the 
city tho Spanish troops will smash the 
delicate and complicated electrical ap­ 
paratus for the reception and dispatch 
of messages, and 
It I* V e r y I n e e r t n l n 
whether there is enough technical skill 
in the American fleet to repair such 
damage* without aid 
from 
the main­ 
land. 
T h e greatest anxiety is felt as 
to tie* 
casualties 
sustained 
by 
the 
American fleet. 
From 
the 
stubborn 
defense made by th** Spaniards it is 
feared th a t before they burned, blew* 
up or sunk their ships they managed 
to inflict severe damage upon Commo­ 
dore Dewey's squadron. If Commodore 
DeAvey has lost a considerable portion 
of his men it is feared he will be much 
em barrassed In the work of maintain­ 
ing possession of Manila for lack of 
sufficient forces. 
There Avas some talk 
of sending troops out from San F r a n ­ 
cisco to aid in the work, but this lins 
not yet taken shape as far as can be 
learned, and it is likely th a t the de­ 
partm ent will wait to h ea r from Com­ 
modore Dewey himself before taking 
any action. 
It may be, and in fact it 
is expected, that by a combination with 
the insurgents he wiM succeed in hav­ 
ing his men relieved of the task of gar­ 
risoning Manila. 
As to the future of

intervention, but one of the most bene­ 
ficial results of Dewey's victory is that 
a deep impression has been made upon 
the European powers, wrho can afford

themselves, th a t

equal to any in the world. 
It is entire­ 
ly possible 
that 
Commodore 
Dewey 
may secure his promotion to the rank 
of admiral through the splendid exhibi­

SPAIN’S ASIATIC SQUADRON COMPLETE 
LY DEFEATED. 


Great Naval Battle at Manilla, in the Philinnine Islands 


— American Squadron Under Commodore Dewey 


Administers a Crushing Defeat 
to

Squadron— A ll New s of the Big Battle Comes From 


Spanish Sources—Spain Loses Three of Her L a r g ­ 


est Ships, One of Th em Being Blown Up— American 


Ships Suffer Severe Damage— Spaniards Lose 200 


Killed and 400 Wounded— American Loss of Life 


Not K now n— Great W o rk of Uncle S am ’s Gunners. 


During the course of the discussion 
which recently took place in the French 
senate on the subject of the sugar du­ 
ties in that country, some interesting 
figures were quoted showing the prog­ 
ress of the sugar industry in the three 
sugar producing countries, Germany, 
France and Austria. 
During the year 
1874-75 France produced 450,000 tons of 
eugar, Germany 250,000 tons and Aus­ 
tria 106,000 tons, while tw enty years 
later Franco fell to the third rank, and 
Germany produced 1,831,000 tons, Aus­ 
tria 1,046,000 and France 745,000 tons. 
In 1873 Franco exported 200,000 tons 
of sugar, Austria 64,000 and Germany 
21.000, while in 1805 Germany exported 
1.000.000 tons, 
Austria 
500,000 
and 
France 188,000 tons. The consumption 
in France in 1895 amounted to 433,000 
tons and in Germany to 552,000 tons. 
T he total bounty granted in France on 
the manufacture of sugar amounted in 
1884-85 to £1,012,000 and in 1896 to 
£2,302,000. 
The 
quantity of sugar 
consumed per head of the population in 
Germany, France and Austria am ount­ 
ed respectively to 26.7, 27.8 aud 16.5 
pounds. 


In the last four years, according tc 
Consul Dickey, ut Callao, only one car 
£0 of wheat has been sent from 
the 
United States to l'eru. 
The reason 
why he is not able to explain, but says 
th a t the cargo re tor red to went from 
San Francisco in 
October last year 
“"The total import of Chilian wheut into 
Peru during the year 1897,” says the 
consul's report, 
"amounted to 22,613,- 
723 
kilograms 
(49,854,213 
pounds). 
These figures show that Chili supplies 
th e Peruvian markets with wheat anc 
flour. 
But why Chill and not the Unit­ 
ed States should supply the Peruvian 
m arkets when our products are far su 
perior to those of Chili I do not know 
unless it Is due to the very low freights 
charged by sailing 
vessels 
carrying 
w heat from Chili, which I nm told arc 
only 4 soles ($1.69) a ton.” 
The con­ 
sul thinks th at the first thing to bt 
done by the United States to gain the 
trade of Peru and of other countries on 
th e Pacific coast of South and Central 
America is to establish a fast line ol 
steam ers from San Francisco. 
This, 
combined with the present lines plying 
between New York and the west coast 
c f South America, would greatly help 
th e United 
States in regaining 
th* 
vast trade th a t she once had with th ii 
coast.

His (lagsbip, the a r ­ 
mored cruiser Marin Reina Cristina, 
nnd the armored cruiser Castilla w ere 
burned, aud the cruiser Don Ju a n de 
A ustria w as blown up. 
Several other 
Spanish vessels were badly dam aged. 
U nder the protection of the guns of the 
M anilla fortifications the Spanish w a r­ 
ships 
Opened Fire* on tho Amerienn Fleet. 
For several hours the harbor resounded

means 
committee to 
meet the extraordinary expenditures 
of the war with Spain opened bi the 
house 
yesterday.

Friday at 4 
o’clock the vote will be taken. 
There 
■was a signal absence of that partisan 
rancor which has always heretofore 
characterized 
debutes 
on 
revenue 
measures. 
Both 
sides, 
speaking 
through their 
representative leaders, 
Messrs. Dlngley aud Bailey, concurred 
In the necessity which existed for im­ 
mediately raising hundreds of millions 
to prosecute the war, but the opposing 
doctrines which they lichi clashed at 
the first outset over the methods by 
which Hie revenue 
should bo raised. 
The section providing for $50fi,ooo,000 
of bonds became 
the 
target of the 
Democratic and l ’opulistic opposition, 
and Mr. Bailey, in an hour’s speech, 
argued for an income tax which would 
raise $100,000,000 a year, the coinage 
of the silver seigniorage and (lie issue 
of $58,000,000 of legal lender notes as 
an alternative proposition. 
Mr. lang­ 
ley declared that it was almost incred­ 
ible that any one could seriously pro­ 
pose in sin h a crisis that the govern­ 
ment should rely for funds upon tin* 
proceeds of another 
lawsuit over a 
proposition which tho supreme court 
Had Already I>**cld«*d 
against the government. 
Mr, -Sayers 
of Texas, the ranking minority mem­ 
ber of the appropriations committee, 
devoted Ids time 
to an argument to

expenses of the 
civil war in ISM, 
when the government maintained two

dumplings. The father and one child 
who had not partaken of the dump­ 
lings were well, while the mother and 
three children were in a serious con­ 
dition. 
It is probable that had not 
vomiting ensued, emptying the stom­ 
achs, the four would fuave died from 
tho effects. 
It is supposed the poison 
was caused from the baking powder 
used in making the dumplings. 
The 
wife probably added a larger quanti­ 
ty than she usually did, which in the 
greater quantity proved a noxious 
poison. 
'Fhe baking powder used 
was branded the * * 
* 
manufact­ 
ured by the * * 
* ♦, 
This should 
be a warning in usincr cheap baking 
powders which flood the country. 
Beople buy them because they are 
cheap, and the merchant buys them 
because he can sell thorn for a profit. 
In mauy stores one cannot purchase a 
standard brand. 
You have to pur­ 
chase the cheap stuff or do without. 
We are of the opinion that most of the 
prize baking powders belong to this 
class.” 
'Tho above makes plain the caution 
that is necessary to use in adopting 
new baking powders that are put in 
the houses as samples, or offered by 
grocers simply because 
they 
are 
cheaper than well 
known brands, 
Burnt alum or phosphates we are 
assured will be found in nearly every 
brand selling from 20 to 30 cents, 
whereas a first class powder is usually 
sold in stores for about 45 cents per 
pound. 
Some of the powders that 
are peddled from house to house at 
thirty cents per pound are said to be 
made of alum, although they print 
misleading notices on their labels af­ 
fecting the public to believe that they 
are made of cream of tartar or some 
harmless ingredient. 
Why people in order to save only 
a few pennies on a pound oan of bak­ 
ing powder which may last for months 
in ordinary family use will take up 
with every scheme that comes along, 
or comply with the request of every 
one who asks them to try some new 
poison, is one of the thing that people 
of common sense cannot understand.

light here at 3 o’clock in the morning 
and don’t get dark until after 9.

have experienced no very cold weath­ 
er yet, but have seen some bad storms 
and it rained yesterday for the first 
time. Well I must close, aud you had 
better direct my mail to Stewart Riv­ 
er, Youkon district, N. W. T., Alaska, 
as the mounted police tell me I will 
get it when navigation opens up; also 
write to Dawson City and I ’ll get one 
of them.
